In other words, we didn’t bother to 
think things out. 

We had better do some thinking now—hard thinking, 
clear thinking. Because we have won a war doesn’t mean 
that we have won the peace. In fact. there is every indica- 
tion that we are already losing the peace, and losing it 
rapidly. 

There is no substitute for thinking. Without it, there can 
be no intelligent, constructive action. Without it there can 
be no real and enduring peace.
